To Exterminate Thistles. 

Mr. MHansbrough’s bill appropriating 
$1,000,000 for the extermination of the nox- 
fous plant or weed known ‘as the Russian 
thistle, or Prussian cactus, in all the states 
= territories where found, was then taken 

p. 

Mr. George, chairman of the committee 
On agriculture, from which the. bill ws 
reported, made an argument in vpposition 
to it. He spoke of it as a most extraor- 
dinary bill, unprecendented in the Ig’sla- 
tion of the country and a step in the direc- 
tion of paternalism longer than any step 
yet taken. He had heretofore supposed that 
noxious weeds were to be subdued by the 
individual farmers: and, if they covid not 
do it, they might apply to their country or 
State to aid them, but congress had never 
undertaken to deal with such a p2st, 

Mr. Harris protested against the rill. He 
said he was sufliciently old-fashioned in ris 
habits and ideas to believe that tne ta>ing 
power of congress was given for ‘ut a sin- 
gle purpose; and that was to raise revenue 
to meet the necessary expenses of the ren- 
eral government. Congress ‘ad no more 
power to levy a tax and appropriate the 
money for such a purpose as this b:ll pro- 
posed, than it had to appropriate money 
to build a shanty for John Doe 
or Sam Smith. The precedent, which wceuld 
be set by the bill, would be more huxious 
than the weeds. There were a great Meny 
noxious weeds in the country—the cvucoa 
grass, the Jonhson grass and the crab grass 
—Which were exceedingly injurious in the 
cotton fields of the south. He gave nrctice 
of an amendment to apply «ne-half cf the 
appropriation to the extermination of the 
crab grass in the cotton fields of tne south, 
which, he said, would contribute more to 
the seneral- good than the extermina- 
tion of the Russian thistle would. 

Mr. Dolph thought that there was very 
little difference in the appropriation for 
levees along the Mississippi river to pro- 
tect farming lands and the «ppropriation of 
money to exterminate thistles. 

“I think the one just as unconstitutional 
and absurd as the other,”’ said Mr. Harris. 

“I hope the senator will stick to that 
idea,’’ Mr. Dolph suggested. 

*‘He has stuck to it all his life, up to this 
time,’’ Mr. Hiarris put in, “and you may 
rely on him in the future.” 

Mr. Call advocated the bill and argued 
that it was entirely constitutional. 

The bill went over without action, 

After a short executive session, the sen- 
ate, at 4:05 o’clock, adjourned till Monday, 
next. 


CONGRESSMAN WILSON. 


He Arrives at San Antonio, but Is 
| Very Weak. 

San Antonio, Tex., March 22.—Congress- 
man W. L. Wilson arrived here today 
from Mexico. He left Guadalajara last 
Monday morning in his private car and 
traveled by easy stages to this city, reach- 
ing here this afternoon at 2 o’clock. He 
was met in his car immediately after his 
arrival by the Southern Associated Press 
correspondent. Mr. Wilson is very much 
emaciated and it was only with great ef- 
fort on his part, and assisted by other 
members of the party, that he was able to 
reach the carriage in waiting to convey him 
to his hotel. He stated to the correspond- 
ent that he was very weak and tired, al- 
though the had stood the fatigue of the 
journey much better than he had expected. 
He asked to be excused from being inter- 
viewed on the situation in congress as re- 
gards his tariff measure or any other sub- 
ject until he had recovered from the effects 
of his long trip. His face is colorless and 
he speaks in an almost inaudible tone of 
voice. He stated that he would remain in 
San Antonio and other Texas towns until 
thoroughly recovered from his illness. He 
is accompanied by Congressman John C. 
YTarsney, his son, William H. Wilson, and 
Dr. John C. Underwood, of the City of 
Mexico. 

Congressman Wilson went to bed soon 
after arriving at the hotel and Dr. Under- 
wood. instructed that no one should be 
permitted to call upon him today. When 
asked as to the condition of his patient, 
Dr. Underwood replied: 

“Mr. Wilson has stood the trip much 
better than I expected. He has had a se- 
vere attack of typhoid fever, but is now 
thoroughly convalescent and if he is pru- 
dent he will recover rapidly. He has a 
troublesome cough which will, I think, soon 
be made to disappear. All that Mr. Wilson 
needs is plenty of good food and care and 
he will recover rapidly.”

KNOCKED OUT. 


The Richmond and Danville Must Pay 
the Taxes Assessed. 
Charieston, S. C., March 22.—-(Special.)— 
Judge Simonton tuday filed a decree dis- 
missing the complaint of the Richmond 
and Danville railroad. This suit was sim- 
ilar to the other railroad tax cases hereto- 
fore decided. In each case’ the roads 
claimed that their: property was over 4as- 
sessed for taxation. They paid the amount 
of taxes on what they considered a fair 
assessment and then brought suit against 
the county sheriffs and treasurers to re- 
strain them from collecting the remainder 
*of the taxes. Judge Simonton decides that 
the railroads have no remedy at law against 

the alleged over assessment. 
Suing the Western Union. 

Dallas, Tex., March 22.—John E. Stinson 
and E. H. Rogers, ex-operators for the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, have 
filed suit against the company for $20,000 
each, $10,000 actual and $10,000 exemplary 
damages. The two men bring suit on ac- 
count of having been placed, as they al- 
lege, on the black list of the company as 
discharged for drunkenness. They allege 
that this is defamatory of their character, 
besides taking away their means of liveli- 
hood, as they “ave no other occupation, 
and a Western Union émploye cannot, un- 
less reinstated by the company, get em- 
ployment in any other telegraph concern. 

A Prize Fight at Galveston. 

Galveston, Tex., March 22.—Tonight in the 
Tremont opera house, before a large au- 
dience Tom Monaghan, of this city, in a 
glove contest, knocked out Bob O’Hearn, 
in the seventh round. The fight was vicious 
from start to finish. ‘:ney fought for a 
purse of $500 and the lightweight champion- 
ship of Texas. Immediately after the 
fight the principals and their assistants 
were arrested and are now in the custody 
of the police under the charge of violating 
the law against prize fighting. The grand 
jury, which is now in session, will undoubt- 
edly investigate the case. 

A Large English Bank Suspends. 

London, March 22.—The suspension of 
the -new London and River Platte bank 
was announced this morning. Capitol stock, 
£1,500,000, of which half is ordinary stock; 
half preferred. Of the total stock £1,044,935 
has been put up. The authorities of. the 
bank have petitioned for the compulsory 
winding up of its affairs.

Reading of Depositions ia the Pollard 
Case Consome the Day. 


SISTERS DQ NOT REMEMBER HER 


Wicked Willie Is Getting in Evi- 
dence for Himself. 


SHE HAD A NICKNAME AT SCHOOL 


The Other Girls Made Fun of Her Because 
She Claimed Kinship with so Many 
Prominent Kentuckians. 


Washington, March 22.—The dreary read- 
ing of documentary evidence, the noting 
and arguing of objections and the taking of 
exceptions, made this’ the most uninterest- 
ing day of the Pollard-Breckinridge trial 
since it began two weeks ago. A number 
of depositions taken by the defense were 
read to the jury and a great deal of the 
evidence in them was objected to by the 
plaintiff’s counsel. So many were the ob- 
jections and the exceptions noted that at a 
request of Mr. Carlisle, Judge Bradley set 
next Saturday for hearing argument on 
their admissibility. 

The depositions read today were all taken 
in Cincinnati and in Kentucky, and they 
related to Miss Pollard’s claim that she 
had given birth to a child in St. Joseph's 
Foundling asylum, near Cimecinnati, in 1884; 
to her school life and the first visit of Colo- 
nel Breckinridge to her, and to her age. 
Two sisters and others connected with St. 
Joseph’s asylum made depositions that they 
did not recognize Miss Pollard as an in- 
mate of the asylum at any time, and 
several persons who Knew Miss Pollard in 
girlhood testified that she was apparently 
in the neighborhood of twenty or twenty- 
two years in 1884, when she met Colonel 
Breckinridge, and when she claims her age 
was seventeen. The physicians who at- 
tended her mother at the birth of a daugh- 
ter, named Rosalind, in October or Novem- 
ber, 1865, deposed that another daughter 
called ‘‘Mattie’’ wag then running about 
the house’ and lookec two or three years 
old. 

The court will not be in session on Good 
Friday. 

Much to everybody's surprise, Miss Pol- 
lard came to the court today, though there 
was nothing in prospect, but the reading 
of the depositions made by witnesses favor- 
able to Colohel Breckinridge. She was an 
early comer and spent the minutes preced- 
ing the appearance of Judge Bradley in 
chatting earnestly with her counsel. She 
smiled occasionally and seemed in very 
good spirits. Miss Pollard and her com- 
panion, Miss Ellis, remained only about 
fifteen minutes and then left the court- 
room. 

The day opened without indication of in- 
teresting proceedings for the spectators 
who have attended thetrialand who have 
found that documentary testimony, no mat- 
ter how sensational,does not compare in dra- 
matic effect with evidence given on the 
stand. 

Could Not Remember Madeline. 

“I might as well go ahead with Sister 
Augustine,’”’ said Mr. Stoll, when the court 
had been called to order. 

Colonel Breckinridge nodded and as the 
plaintiff’s counsel made no objection, Mr. 
Stoll went ahead. Sister Augustine was 
connected with St. Joseph’s Foundling asy- 
lum, near Cincinnati, in 1885, at the time 
when Miss Pollard claims she wag con- 
fined there. She testified that she knew 
only of one Louise Wilson who had been 
an inmate of the asylum, and she was 
there when the deposition was given; she 
had never heard of Madeline Pollard as an 
inmate, and she did not remember having 
a ° girl who was at the asylum in May 
and June, 1885, who remained veiled and 
who gave birth to a child, except one, and 
that woman was not Miss Pollard. This wo- 
man, Sister Augustine said, had lived in 
Kentucky for awhile, but was from the far 
north and had a family of children. Mr. 
Carlderon Carlisle and Mr. William H. 
Johnson, of the plaintiff's counse!, had 
called at the asylum in 1893 with Miss Pol- 
lard, said the deponent, but she could not 
remember Miss Pollard. Sister Agnes, said 
Sister Augustine, told Miss Pollard that she 
was a bad woman—she said it to her face. 
Miss Pollard said she had been a bad girl, 
but she was not a bad woman. 

Sister Agnes, continued Sister Augustine, 
was very sharp and very shrewd and would 
certainly have known Miss Pollard had she 
been an inmate of the asylum. 

Incidents connected with this visit of 
Miss Pollard, which was narrated by Sister 
Agnes in the deposition read yesterday, 
were told by Sister Augustine. Miss Pol- 
lard, or her lawyers, Rad told the deponent 
that Miss Pollard had been in the asylum 
under the name of J.muise Wilson, but 
there was no such name on the books. She 
found the name of Miss Burgwynn as hav- 
ing been confined on May 29, 1885, the day 
Miss Pollard’ claims to have given birth 
to a child. Miss Burgwynn, or Burgoyne, 
is one of the names Miss Pollard says she 
assumed while pregnant in Cincinnati. The 
entry in the books showed that Miss Bur- 
gwynn had left the asylum June 30th, 
while Miss Pollard claims she left the 
asylum within two weeks after her child 
was born. When Sister Augustine read the 
name of Miss Burgwynn during the visit 
of Miss Pollard in December, 1893, Miss 
Pollard said: 

She Had Many Names. 

“Oh, yes, that is thé name; I had so 
many names I cannot remember them all.” 

‘‘Miss Pofiard called the name Burgoyne,” 
added Sister Augustine. 

“Do you believe that Madeline Pollard is 
Miss Burgwynn?” was asked of the de- 
ponent. 

“No, sir, I. believe she is not. Miss Bur- 
gwynn was much smaller than Miss Pol- 
lard.” 

During the visit of Miss Pollard to the 
asylum she asked Where the ciMld of Miss 
Burgwynn was, and was told it died in 
July, 1885. 

“Then,” said Sister Augustine, “she put 


her hands to her face and ran out of the. 


room, I suppose over the death of her 


card in one of the volumes of Irving, Miss 
Pollard claims to havé given the asylum 
library when she was there. 

Sister Augustine said she did not know 
whether Miss Pollard could have slipped the 
card in the books while no one was watch- 
ing her. 

The ecard was produced in court and 
shown to each juryman. 

This card Miss Pollard claims was given 
her by a Lexington man, and that she 
placed it in one of the Irving volumes while 
confined at the asylum. There was a dispute 
about the admission of the card on the day 
the trial began, and in the taking of the 
deposition of Sister Agnes, the copy of 
which was read yesterday, an attempt was 
made by the defense to show that Miss Pol- 
lard had slipped the card into the book dur- 
ing her visit to the asylum in December, 

When the trial began, the counsel for 
Miss Pollard insisteu on the production of 
the four volumes of Washington Irving 
which Sister Augustine had sent to Wash- 
ington, and there was a legal controversy 
before the matter was settled by an order 
from Judge Bradley for the production of 
the books. Judge Wilson, Miss Pollard’s 
attorney, said, with some heat at the time, 
when called on to more fully identify the 
volumes mentioned, tnat they were the 
books from which Mr. Stoll nad taken a 
Christmas card which would have a great 
bearing in the case. The four books and the 
Christmas card are beginning to play an 
important part in the trial, 

Trying to Identify Herself. 

Miss Pollard Said, in identifying herself 
with the asylum, that when She was there 
She saw a statue of St. Joseph, with a 
“‘cross-eye, or one bad eye, or a conceal- 
ed eye, or something the matter with his 
eye.”’ 

Sister Augustine said there was a statue 
of St. Joseph at the asylum, but its eyes 
were all right. 

Mr. Stoll then read the deposition of Mrs. 
Lena Schmidt, a nurse at the foundling 
asylum. It was about the same in sub- 
Stance as the preceding deposition. When 
Mr. Stoll started to read the deposition of 
Dr. W. E. Decourcey, it was also one of 
ignorance as to Miss Pollard and her alias. 

Orvin G. Brown, president of the Quinn 
Valley college, the son of Dr. W. K. Brown, 
president of Wesleyan college, in Cincin- 
nati, where Miss Pollard was a student, 
deposed that he first knew Miss Pollard 
in the fall of 1893, when she came to Wes- 
leyan college, where he was then. Her 
board and tuition—$200—was to be paid by 
a Mr. Rodes, but all of it had not been 
paid. 

Full of Novelties. 

Mr. Brown was asked about a conversa- 
tion he had with Rodes about Miss Pollard 
and while Mr. Stoll was reading this part 
of the deposition Mr. Carlisle objected on 
the ground that conversations between 
Brown and Rodes were not material. 

Judge Bradley said he thought this tes- 
timcny was very novel. - , 

“There are a great mang novel things in 
this case, your honor,” said Mr. Stoll. 

“Yes, there are,’ said Judge Bradley, 
smiling. 

At Judge Bradley’s suggestion Mr. Stoll 
read the first objectionable question re- 
lating to a conversation between Brown 
and Rodes, concerning the relations of 
Rodes and Miss Pollard. 

Judge Wilson objected, and the question 
was ruled out. 

Miss Pollard, while at the college; had 
said, according to the deposition, that she 
was related to or knew nearly all the 
prominent people in Kentucky. Once when 
she returned from a visi: to some relative 
in Kentucky, who was ill, Miss Pollard 
had told her schoolfellows that so many 
prominent people called) on her that she 
did not know what to do. She mentioned 
among those who called, Colonel Breck- 
inridge and Senator Blackburn, and there 
were sO many people named that it became 
quite a joke among the girls, 
to calculate how much time Miss Pollard 
had to spars to her studies after having 
received all these people. Mr. Brown said 
there was always more or less kinship 
claimed by Miss Pollard with these promi- 
nent men, and out of this the girls nick- 
named her ‘‘Madelian Vivian Bill-Breckin- 
ridge Joe-Blackburn Pollard.’’ 

Mr. Brown found that he had entered 
Miss Pollard’s name on his books as “M. V. 
Bb. Poliard,’”’ in 1884, shortly after she met 
Colonel Breckinridge. It was in June, 1884, 
just subsequent to the meeting of Colonel 
Breckinridge and the plaintiff, that Miss 
Pollard began claiming kinship with these 
prominent people. 

After recess and before Mr. Stoll re- 
sumed the reading of Mr. Brown's deposi- 
tion, Judge Bradley said that as tomorrow 
would be Good Friday, the case would 
be adjourned over until Monday. 

One of the questions put to Mr. Brown 
was, “What kind of looking man was 
Rodes?’’ 
; Let Madeline Go Out Alone. 

“Oh, we don’t care what he looked like,” 
said Judge Wilson, as if about to object 
to this part of the testimony. 

‘‘We do,” said Mr. Stoll, testily, “we do.” 

No objection was made. Mr. Brown was 
questioned concerning the relations of Miss 
Pollard and Professor Joseph F. O’Ber- 
meyer, of the college, and answered that 
they sustained the relations of pupil and 
teacher. He had never heard of anything 
between them, ard only recently had seen 
Miss Pollard’s letter to Wessie Brown, say- 
ing she was consumed with an undying 
love for the professor. Concerning the first 
visit of Colonel Breckinridge to the col- 
lege, Mr. Brown said he remembered that 
he was severely criticised at the time for 
allowing Miss Pollard to go out alone with 


the defendant. 
Mr. Guy Mallon, who represented Miss 
Pollard at the deposition, said at this point: 
“T want it to be stated that the witness 
answered this question holding a book (a 
diary) before him.” 

.Mr. Brown said Miss Pollard was a popu- 
lar girl at school. Bills for Miss Pollard’s 
tuition and board had not been paid, and 
when she left the institution to go to Lex- 
ington she was not asked to come back 
for that.- reason. 

Mr. Brown testified that he was abso- 


lutely certain Miss Pollard had received. 


no telegram summoning her home on Au- 
gust 3, 1884, for he was in charge of the col- 
lege at the time and Miss Pollard would 
have come to him for permission. 

Miss Pollard testified that Colonel Breck- 
inridge had sent a bogus telegram to her, 
signed with her mother’s name, summon- 
ing her home on the date named. in order 
that she might go to Lexington with him. 
‘Mr. Brown said Miss Pollard was a girl 
perfectly able to take care of herself with 
men and to resist improper advances~she 
was taught how to conduct herself in this 
way at the college. , 

‘Judge Wilson objected to a question sim-

AND TALKS BACK 10 TRE CHAIR 


With the Rules in His Hand He 
Elucidates Parliamentary Law. 


THE SPEAKER TELLS HIM TO READ UP 


Colonel Livingston Suggests That Mr. Bai- 
ley, the Speaker Pro Tem, Should De- 
vote Some Study to the Rules. 


Washington, March 22.—The house spent 


five hours today in unavailing efforts to 
Secure the vote of a quorum upon the mo- 
tion to take up the O’Neill-Joy contested 
election case. 

Near the close of the session Mr. Living- 
Ston, Of Georgia, renewed the efforts he 
made while filibustering was in progress 
over the Bland seigniorage bill, to enforce 
the rule requiring members to vote. But 
the chairman, Mr. Bailey, democrat, of 
Texas, declined to entertain a motion for 
the purpose. 

The housé refused to adjourn over Good 
Friday, and the contest on the election 
case will be resumed tomorrow. 

At the opening of the session, ten or a 
dozen leaves of absence on account of 
sickness or important business were grant- 
ed. Mr. Brown, of Indiana, chairman, re- 
ported from the committee on elections, 
its report upon the contest of Knglish vs. 
Hilborn from the third California district, 
recommending the seating of Mr. English, 
democrat Mr. Waugh, republican, of In- 
diana, represented the views of the minori- 
ty. Ordered printed and placed on the cal- 
endar, 

On motion of Mr. Cox, democrat, of Ten- 
nessee, the house bill was passed extending 
the time in which the St. Louis and Bir- 
mingham Railroad Company, to build a 
bridge over the Tennessee river at Clifton, 
Tenn. Then came the tug of war. 

Mr. Patterson, democrat, of Tennssee, 
called up the O'Neill-Joy contested election 
case from the eleventh district of Missouri, 
to which Mr. Waugh, republican, of In- 
diana, raised 
tion. On motion of the house the vote to 
consider the resolution was 109 ayes; nays 1. 

“No quorum,” said Mr. Waugh, ¢nd the 
call of the yeas and nays was ordered. No 
quorum. A call of the house—more than a 
quorum answeriny. Second vote, no quorum. 
Motion to adjourr. Yeas and nays ordered. 
Republicans refrai.1 from voting, and the 
motion to adjourn was defeated. Third 
vote on the resolution, no quorum, 

At this stage of the game, Mr. VanVorhis, 
of New York, sought to have the house ad- 
journ over Good Friday, but this was de- 
feated—yeas 63; nays 11l3—and on a vote by 
¥eas and nays, the vote was 54 to 138. 

After the roll call had been complete, 
and before the result had been announced, 
Mr. Livingston, of Georgia, appeared bhbe- 
fore the speaker's desk —digest in his hand, 
Mr. Reed had taken a seat temperarily on 
the democratic side and was immediately 
on the left of Mr. Livingston. Addressing 
the chair, the latter said: 

“Mr. Speaker, I desire to submit a point 
of order that under rule 8, unless a inember 
is excused or necessarily prevented or per- 
sonally interested, he must vote. I make 
the point of order that the gentleman from 
Maine, Mr. Reed, was present and failed 
to vote.” 

The Speaker Pto Tem, Mr. Bailey, of Tex- 
as—There is no rule of the house which re- 
quires him to vote anj prescribes a way of 
forcing him to do it. 

Bring Tom to Time. 

Mr. Livingston—I make the point of order 
that it is his duty to vote, and I ask that 
he be brought before the bar of the house 
to state his reasons for not voting. 

The Speaker Pro Tem.—The chair over- 
rules. the point of order. 

Mr. Livingston—Then I rise to a privileged 
questior. 

The Speaker Pro Tem.—The gentleman 
will state it. 

Mr. Livingston—Under rule 9, whenever 
the dignity of the house is involved, it is 
a question of the highest privilege. I make 
the point, sir, that the dignity of the house 
is at stake, and involved, in the fact that 
these gentlemen sitting on this floor are 
not voting. I, therefore, ask that they be 
brought to the bar of the house and made 
to vote. 

The Speaker Pro Tem.—The chair will 
state that the dignity of the house is in 
the keeping of the house, and that the 
house has not prescribed any rule other 
than which the chair is attempting to en- 
force. 

Mr. Reed—And it is not a very large dig- 
nity, either. 

Mr. Livingston—Then I desire to say that 
this rule stands on the same footing as 
the rule with reference to disorder on the 
floor of the house. If the gentleman from 
Maine (Mr. Reed) was out of order on the 
floor, and the chair should order him to sit 
down, and he should fail to do it, there 
is no rule of the house by which it could 
make him sit down, and yet you would do 
it. and it is often done, and always done. 
There is no necessity for any further rule 
to make a man vote than you have already 
in this code or rules adopted by the house. 
The language of the rule is that, unless a 
member is excused, or unless he is neces- 
sarily prevented, or unless he is personally 
interested, he shall vote. Now, Mr. Speaker, 
you do not want any other rule to enforce 
that rule. If you did, then it would be one 
rule after another, and we could never get 
to the end of it. 

A Sharp Passage. 

The Speaker Pro Tem.—In the present in- 
stance, the house has adopted rules pre- 
scribing the manner of conducting its busi- 
ness. Those rules are as binding upon 
the chair as they are upon the other mem- 
bers of the house. The chair is merely 
the organ of the house to execute and en- 
force the rules which the house has adopted. 
Now, if the house has adopted a rule which 
prescribes that a member must vote when 
his name is called and the member refuses 
to do it, the chair has no power to compel 
the member. 

Mr. Livingston—But, Mr. Chairman, I 
have made a motion, that he be brought to 
the bar of the house. 

The Speaker Pro Tem.—And the chair 
ruled that motion not in order. 

Mr. Livingston—I would like to know 
what it will take to put a man in order 
here. (Laughter.) 

The Speaker Pro Tem.—The chair refers 
the gentleman from Georgia to the rules. 

Mr. Livingston—I have the rules. 

The Speaker Pro Tem.—Then the chair 
would suggest that the gentleman study

The routine was again taken up, and 
continued until 5:20 o’clock, when the house 
adjourned until tomorrow. 


ROSEBERRY AND THE PRINCESS. 


The New Premier to Wed Princess 
Maud, of Wales. 

New York, March 22.—A special cable to 
The Sun says: “It is learned from an au- 
thoritative quarter that the queen and the 
prince of Wales have given their consent to 
the marriage of Lord Rosberry with Prin- 
cess Maud, of Wales, and the official an- 
nouncement may be expected any day. This 
was the business which caused Roseberry’s 
urgent summons to the queen's presence on 
the Saturday before the announcement of 
Gladstone's retirement and 1ih2 mysteriaus 
hobnobbing of the ministers on -he Sunday 
following. How the radicais will relish the 
leadership of the prince of Wales’s son-in- 
law, who presumably, will te peculiarly 
susceptibible to cour tinfluences, remains to 
be. seen.”’ 

Discussed at London Clubs. 

London, March 22.—The rumor of Lord 
Roseberry’s approaching marriage to the 
Princess Maud, of Wales, nas teen revived 
with considerable positiveness in the last 
two days. It has ,been discussed at the 
clubs, but as yet the newspapers have re- 
frained from hané@lMng it. The rumor can- 
not be corroborated, and the general opin- 
ion is that it is without foundation in fact. 


GENERAL COXEY’S ORDER. 


The First Camp to Be Struck Tomor- 
row at Massillon. 
Massillon, O., March 22.—General Coxey’s 
order No. 1 was promulgated today. The 
first camp of the commonwealth will be 
struck Saturday, March 24th on the range 
of the Massillon Gun Club, All groups are 
ordered to report to’ Marshal Brown’s head- 
guarters tent. All officers wil] refrain 
from the use of titles used by snobocracy, 

such as “‘general,’’ ‘‘colonel,”’ etc. 

“This is -a civic demonstration,” the 
order continues, ‘‘and we are all citizens, 
and the necessary authority should not 
cause any of us to feel big over our titles. 
We have sufficient food promised us, and 
hunger is not to be feared as much as a 
state militia regiment of bankers, clerks 
and other scions of dudedom. Your daught- 
ers are in no danger and your silver and 
gold are a dross to those who believe in 
legal tender money of paper. A meeting 
will be held Saturday at 1 o’clock p. 
m., and while the speaking is going on those 
who wish to contribute to our commissary 
Wagons can do so.’’ 

Governor McKinley on the Matter. 


Columbus, O., March 22.—Governor Mc- 
Kinley gave out the following official state- 
ment tonight of his attitude toward the 
Coxey army that is to March from Massil- 
lon next Sunday: 

“IT cannot but believe that the stories 
about the assembling of people at Massil- 
lon'on Sunday have been greatly exagger- 
ated. From all the information I have re- 
ceived, I believe that there will not be any 
such number of people assembled as has 
been predicted by the promoter of the 
movemefit or the press and no such num- 
ber as will menace the public and good 
order of the communities through .which 
the assembly proposes to pass on its way 
to ‘Washington. With all the notoriety 
that has been given the movement, noth- 
ing alarming comes from Stark and Co- 
lumbiana counties, the counties of this 
state through which the march will be 
made. It may be confidently relied upon 
that the local authorities will be alert to 
their duty. It would be a matter of deep 
regret if any disturbanc™™ were to result 
to public order from this movement. 

“Tl can realize that, however peaceful 
and lawful the purpose of the movement 
may be, the fact that a large body of unor- 
ganized men assembled to make a long 
march on foot, relying upon support from 
the country through which they travel, is 
well calculated to create alarm, yet 1 
cannot think that the movement will as- 
sume any dangerous or threatening pro- 
pprtions, but if it does, the local authorities, 
city and county, in Ohio, will be quite 
adequate to meet any emergency, and 
they will not permit the peace and good 
order of the community to be broken, but 
will be prompt to punish any unlawful acts 
which may occur. Should any emergency 
arise and the local authorities be not able 
to preserve the peace and observance of 
law, the state authorities, upon notice, will 
be prompt to aid them within the law 
and the constitution. Ample authority is 
confined to local authorities to preserve 
the peace and enforce the law.” 

The governor quotes the provisions of 
law applicable to the case and says if 
the local authoritfes are unable to preserve 
order the entire power of the state, civil 
and military, will be called into use. He 
concludes thus: 

‘There is nothing for the governor to do 
until the emergency is presented and which 
he hopes may not occur, but if it does, he 
will be prompt to act.” 


MURDOCK HAS A WING FOR COXEY. 


Toledo Labor and Reform Advocate 
Promises Plenty of Recruits. 

Toledo, O., March 22.—Jason T. Murdock, 
who has achieved some notoriety here as a 
labor speaker and advocate of wild reform 
ideas, announces that he will lead one of 
the wings of Coxey’s “Good Roads Com- 
monweal.’” He states that he will have 
charge of a division, which he himself has 
personally enlisted in the work. Murdock 
claims that he will effect a junction with 
Coxey’s forces at Masillon March 24th and 
will go to that point frdbm here over the 
Pennsylvania road via Mansfield. It is 
claimed By Murdock that he will take very 
few men from this city, but will receive 
the greater part of his strength from the 
towns along the route, which, he says, he 
has personally canvassed. There are large 
numbers of unemployed persons in Toledo, 
and those who are said to make up part of 
Murdock’'s forces are in no sense tramps. 
Just southeast of this city are the famous 
oil fields of Ohio, and it is from this region 
that Murdock expects to receive many re- 
cruits. The success of a good roads scheme 
would mean a great deal wo this class of 
labor, as part of the great expense of drill- 
ing is the high prices which must be paid 
for the transportation of heavy oil well 
tools and supplies over the heavy country 
roads. At Tiffin, O., Murdock expects large 
accessions to his ranks from che operatives 
of the manufacturing plants which are shut 
down at that point; some from visitations 
by fire and others because of the commer- 
cial depression.

General Cabell Tells of Impending 
Revolutions. 

Dallas, Tex., March 22.—General W, L. 
Cabell, one of the migrated Louisiana Lot- 
tery Company, returned today irom Hon- 
duras. He réports two or three revolutions 
on hand and one generat élection for presi- 
dent. Dr. Arios is the leading candidate 
and will undoubtedly be elected. He is a 
close friend of Bonilla and Bogran and has 
their active support. General Cabell con- 
siders Bogran the ablest man in the repub- 
lic and one 'ikely to shape largely the pub- 
lic affairs of that country in the near 
future. The exiled exePresident Vasquez is 
safe in Sar’ Salvador, where he has as a 
companion Major E. A. Burke, late default- 
ing state treasurer of Louisiana.

Rome, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)—The body 
of John Anderson, one of the young men 
drowned in the Coosa river last week, was 
found this morning fifty miles down the 
stream. For several days, scores of people 
have been dragging the river, many through 
friendship and some through hope of se- 
curing the offered reward of $600. A brother 
of the deceased and friends from his South 
Carolina home have been here, and are 
rejoiced to know of the find. The body was 
discovered fifty miles below the city by a 
ferryman named White. It will probably 
be shipped to his home tonight.

BUSINESS OF THE SOUTH. 


Review of The Manufacturers’ Record 
for the Past Week. 
Baltimore, Md., March 22.—The Manufac- 
turers’ Record, in reviewing the business 
of the south for the week, says: ‘“‘Reports 
from all parts of the south indicate that 
the general business outlook is very prom- 
ising, though the volume of trade does 
not yet show any very large increase. But, 
if judged by the southward trend of capital 
and immigration; and by the evident in- 
crease in the organization of new enter- 
prises, the south is entering upon the most 
solidly prosperous era of its history. The 
immigration movement especially is one of 
the most noticeable signs of the times, and 
throughout the north and west the desire 
to move south seems to be assuming pro- 

portions of national importance. 

“Special reports from New England show 
more disposition than ever before to invest 
in southern cotton mills, and a manufacturer 
of that section tells The Manufacturers’ 
Record that a number of large mills will 
be built in the south by New England peo- 
ple. Among the more important industrial 
enterprises reported for the week are a 
company capitalized at $6,000,000 to build a 
town and develop shipping facilities on 
Patuxent river, Maryland;.a $100,000 com- 
pany organized to ship barites from Blacks- 
burg, 8S. C., to Baltimore, where a large 
manufacturing plant will be established; a 
200,000 company to establish an artificial 
ice plant in Baltimore, in connection with 
a skating rink project; a lumber mill and a 
shoe factory in Maryland; a $500,000 tobacco 
company, a shoe factory and a canning 
factory in Virginia; a $300,000 natural gas 
company and a tannery in West Virginia; 
a $2,000,000 lumber exporting combination. a 
$520,000 cotton mill company, a _ $50,000 oil 
mill, a compress and several cotton gins in 
Texas; an clectric power plant. saw mill, 
quarry and canning factory in Georgia, etc. 

“The Manufacturers’ Record has compiled 
from the census bulletin just issued the 
statistics of manufacturers of the south in 
1890, as compared with 1880, which shows an 
increase in. capital from $257,244,566 in 1889 
to $659,008,817 in 1890, and an increase in the 
value of products from 3457,454,777 in 1880 to 
$917,589,045 in 1890. The number of hands 
increased from 305,467 to 588,528, and the 
amount of their wages from $75,917,471 to

Notwithstand- 
ing there being practically one less bus- 
iness day this week than last, continued 
spring like weather has further stimulated 
sales of staples at nearly all 
the larger cities in the eastern, 
middle and some of the western 
states. Comparatively fewer southern dis- 
tributing centers reported large gains. 
Among the the more conspicuous staple pro- 
ducts prices have advanced for rice, cotton 
and Indian corn, decreased ava lable supplies 
being primarily responsible. Coffee anda 
leaf tobacco remain stong at practically 
unchanged figures and lower ranges of 
value have been reached by several vari- 
eties of iron and of steel; by live cattle 
and live hogs at western markets; by both 
raw and refined sugar; by wheat, oats and 
by mess pork. 


MAY BE A LYNCHING. 


A Fight Near Wilkesbarre, During 
Which There was Wild Firing. 

Wilkesbarre,|Pa:, March 22.—The series of 
murders and murderous assaults that have 
disgraced this country during the past 
week reached a climax tonight at Midvale, 
a village three miles from this city. Mike 
Bochrock, a Hungarian, became involved 
in a quarrel with John Shandow, a neigh- 
bor. Revolvers were drawn and a bloody 
fight ensued, in which Shandow shot Boch- 
rock under the left nipple and fatally wound- 
ed him. After the shooting, Shandow fled, 
firing right and left at the crowd which 
had collected. 

One of the bullets struck the two-year-old 
baby of Philip Hendershot, which was in 
its mother’s arms. The little one died in- 
stantly. The murder of the child worked 
the crowd into a frenzy, and a rush was 
made for Shandow, who retreated into his 
house near by and: locked the doors. He 
then put the light out, and, as the crowd 
surged up against the door to break it 
open, he leaned out of an upper window 
and opened fire, keeping his pursuers at 
bay for some time. Meanwhile, County 
Detective Whalen had been summoned by 
telephone, and hastened to the scene with 
an armed posse. They opened fire upon 
the murderer at once, one shot taking effect 
in his face, and another penetrated his 
back. A rush was then made for the door, 
which was battered down. The detective 
. placed Shandow under arrest and led him 
out into the roadway, where nearly one 
thousand infuriated people were waiting 
for him. The crowd wanted to lynch the 
murderer, then and there, and would, no 
doubt, have done so, were it not for the 
nerve of the detective and his assistants, 
who, with drawn revolvers, surrounded the 
prisoner and conducted him safely to the 
county prison. 

During the fight, Shandow’s wife, who 
was in the house with him, was shot in the 
leg, and several others received slight 
wounds, Bochrock was taken to the 
hospital, where the physicians pronounced 
his case hopeless. He may die tonight. 

The excitement in Midvale is intense at 
this writing (midnight), and the jail is 
closely guarded against a threatened at- 
tack. The many crimes committed by the 
Hungarian and Slavonic element in this 
Vicinity have caused the greatest indignation, 
and threats are openly made that, if the 
criminals are not promptly punished, there 
will be a repetition of the Stroudsburg 
lynching in this county. 


PRENDERGAST RESPITED. 


Judge Chetlan Gives the Murderer 
a New Lease of Life. 


Cicago, March 22.—Judges Jenkins, Wood, 
Bunn ard Saman, constituting the United 
circuit court, refused this morning to in- 
terfere in the case of Patrick Eugen Pren- 
dergast, sentenced to hang tomorrow for 
the murder ‘of Mayor Carter H. Harri- 
son. They decided that they had no juris- 
diction in the matter. The arguments of 
Prendergast’s attorneys would hold good in 
the support of a legal error, they said, but 
were of no avail in apetiti onfor habeas 
corpus. 

Prendergast has been respited until April 
8th. Respite was granted by Judge Chetlan, 
pending a determination of Prendergaat’s 
sanity. 'When the judge announged his de- 
cision, a demoniacal grin took possession of 
Prendergast’s countenance and he turned 
from one face to another with a leer of 
satisaction. He was quickly ushered out 
of the courtroom and returned to jail. 
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NOW THE KILLING BEGINS, 


Peixoto Revives the Decree to Execute 
: insurgents. 

Rio de Janiero, March 17, via Montevideo, 
March 22.—(Copyright by the United Press 
1894.)— President Peixoto has revived the 
imperial decrees of 1838 and 1851. These 
decrees authorize the execution, without 
formal trial, of all persons who bave 
taken up arms against the government as 
well as those who have aided or abetted, 
directly or indirectly, the cause of insur- 
rection. The persons coming within the 
scope of the provisions in question are not 
necessarily Brazilians. All foreigners who 
have in any way supported or co-operated 
with the insurgents are liable equally with 
the natives to the summary treatment con- 
templated by the decrees. To what extent 
the power of execution without trial is to be 
carried is not yet known. In View of the 
present number of state prisoners, the 
possibilities are tremendous. The Monte- 
video division of President Peixoto’s fleet 
has been ordered to Rio Grande do Sul so as 
to convey from Matto Grosso the frein- 
forcements needed by Governor Castilho. 


A HERITAGE OF WOE 


Is What Chamberlain Says Gladstone 
Has Left His Successor. 
Edinburgh, March 22,—Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, the liberal unionist leader in _the 
house of commons, addressed a crowded 
unionist meeting here tonight. In the course 
of his remarks Mr. Chamberlain said that 
Mr. Gladstone had left his successor a heri- 
tage of woe. Lord Roseberry’s recent 
speech delivered in Edinbourgh, Mr. Cham- 
berlain added, did not sériously damage 
what he had said in the house of lords, and 
his remarks fuliy justified the action of the 
unionists and the peers. Lord Kuseberry’s 
frankness on the question of the disestab. 
lishment of the church in Ireland, ep1:?¢ ach- 
ed the verge of cynicism and justified Vol- 
taire who had said that the British had 
only enough religion to serve their politi- 

cal purposes. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that be concurred 
with Mr. Timothy Healy in the belief that 
the house of commons ought to he d ssc .ved.

Dr. Hugh B. Williams, a physician, who 
had lived in Bridgeport, Ky., deposed that 
he attended Mrs. Pollard, the mother of 
Madeline, at the birth of a daughter, in 
October or November, 1865. Mrs. Pollard 
then had two daughters. 

One was called Mattie, who was then “a 
little toddling tot about two or three years 
old.”’ 

He could not say whether Madeline Pol- 
lard was that little girl—it was more than 
twenty years since he had seen her. The 
child born to Mrs. Pollard in 1865 was called 
Rosalind. 

The purpose of this deposition was to 
prove that the “little tot’’ Mattie, 
Madeline, and that she was twenty-one or 
twenty-two years old instead of seventeen 
when she met Colonel Breckinridge in 1884. 

The next deposition was that of Mr. Owen 
Robinson, of Bridgeport, Ky., a physician 
who had practiced in Bridgeport for the 
past six years. He said he knew Madeline 
Pollard, a niece of Mrs. Stout, who was 
‘not a beautiful girl,’’ but who was at- 
tractive for her intellectual attainments. 
Owen Robinson is the young man who 
gave to the defense letters written him by 
Miss Pollard when she was a school girl. 
The deponent said he thought Miss Pollard 
was about sixteen or seventeen years old 
in 1880. 

A questidn as to her ability to resist 
advances was objected to on the ground 
that it was “‘inexpert testimony,” and the 
rest of Mr. Robinson's deposition was not 
read on account of the exception taken. 

F. M. Schofield, a blacksmith who had 
lived in Bridgeport from 1854 to 1888, deposed 
that he had known Miss Pollard’s father. 
When Mr. Pollard came to Bridgeport in 
1865 he had three children, Ed, Mattie and 
the youngest, Madeline. Madeline he 
thought to.be about three years old at the 
time. She was able to run about. 

Before Adjournment, Judge Bradley, at 
the request of Mr. Carlisle, changed his 
mind about the adjournment until Monday 
and fixed Saturday inorning to hear argu- 
ment on the exceptions taken to the ad- 
mission in the matter in the depositions 
to which objection was made. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock the court ad- 
journed until Saturday.

$250. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 22.—(Special.)— 
Judge Anderson this morning decided the 
case of J. M. Overton, under indictment for 
misdemeanor in entering into the coal com- 
bine. The case was decided upon an agreed 
statement of facts to the effect that the 
defendant had entered into the contract as 
charged, end that the combine handled ex- 
clusively the output of sixteen mines, 
handling about 225,000 bushels of coal an- 
nually, while the agents of seven mines 
not in the combine handled only about 
50,000 bushels. Judge Anderson decided that 
Overton was guilty as charged, and fined 
him $250. A number of other members of 
the combine are under indictment.

GOVERNOR TILLMAN RETURNS. 


He Says That He Has a Satisfactory 
Arrangement Now. 

Columbia, §S. C., March 22.—(Special.j)— 
Governor Tillman today returned from 
Washington. He denied emphatically that 
his visit had any political significance, but 
said that he had become tired of having 
conflicts of authority between the United 
States revenue vfficers and the state in 
the matter of seizing and handling con- 
traband liquors. He says that he and Com- 
missioner Miller had clear understanding 
and that the matter was satisfactorily ad- 
justed. It was agreed that whichever seized 
the liquor first should retain it. An agree- 
ment was also reached concerning the 
purchase by others than the state author- 
ities of confiscated liquors sold at auction 
by the United States government. The 
state will furnish certificates to purchasers 
who desire to purchase such liquors for 
shipment outside the state. 

The novel agreement was reached that 
retail purchasers might purchase at these 
sale# and retain the liquor at their homes 
with the proper certificates thereon, pro- 
vided they pay the state an advance of 
25 per cent on the purchase price. 

Governor Tillman says he spoke to the 
commissioner about the contemplated re- 
moval of the collector’s office from here 
to Greenville and that the commissioner 
said he discouraged Collector Townes’s 
scheme. Concerning the statement that he 
had declared that John Gary Evans would 
be the next governor of South Carolina, 
Governor Tillman said: “It originated in 
the same massive brain as did the story 
that I had a fainting spell.” 

THE sANTANDEK DISASTER. 


The Explosion Was Caused by Carelessness 
. in Handline Dynamite: 

Santander, March 22.—The greatest excite- 
ment prevails throughout the city of San- 
tander today, and only the presence of a 
strong force of troops patrolling the streets 
and stationed at every convenient point, 
prevents great disorder and bloodshed. 

The explosion of last night was the re- 
sult of carelessness or accident in removing 
what remained of the cargo of dynamite 
in the submerged hull of the Spanish 
steamer Sabo Machicaco, which blew up 
on November 3d last. The. presence of the 
dynaraste in the hull at the bottom of the 
harbor alongside the wharves was con- 
sidered dangerous, and the authorities em- 
ployed a force of men to remove it. The 
divers were at work at 9 o’clock last night, 
by the aid of electric lights, when, in some 
manner unknown, a quantity of dynamite 
exploded, and the two principal divers and 
three workmen, who were Managing the 
air pumps, were killed, and seven men, who 
were assisting in the work ashore, danger- 
ously injured. In addition, a number of 
others were slightly injured, and many 
more people who were about the scene of 
the explosion are reported to be missing, 
and are believed to have ‘lost their lives. 

The report caused a panic in the town, 
and a riot later. 

When it became known what the matter 
was, a mob of‘furious people surrounded 
the houses occupied by the civil govern- 
ment, and by the engineer who had charge 
of the supervision of the work of removing 
the dynamite from the sunken Steamship. 

They barricaded their houses and de- 
fended themselves until police and troops 
dispersed the mob. An eye-witness of the 
explosion says that an immense column 
of mud, water and timber shot up into the 
air, and this was followed by a tremendous

Protection and Sectionalism. 

The republican protectionists have a 
habit of deeclaripg that those who would 
reform the tariff and level customs du- 
ties to a revenue basis are sectional- 
ists. They say that tariff reform—or, 
as they call it, free trade—has its nest 
in the south, and that it is in the nature 
of an attack on the prosperity of New 
England and the east. And, in the ab- 
sence of facts that convince and argu- 
ments that persuade, they make this 
declaration the rallying cry 
cause, 

Yet, under all the circumstances, we 
think it would be well for those who look 
upon the McKinley law as ideal legis- 
lation to consider the .charge that that 
law is an attack on the prosperity of the 
rest of the country. It would be well 
for the protectionists to.-pause and con- 
sider whether the effect of their doc- 
trine is not the very essence of section- 
alism. The admission that this is a 
fact has been made by a protectionist 
who is second only to Mr. McKinley as a 
republican leader. It has been made by 
no less a person than Mr. Thomas B. 
Reed, who is eminently fitted to speak 
for New England. 

At a banquet given by the Republican 
Club of Boston, on the 25th of last Oc- 
tober, Mr. Reed was one of the speakers. 
The Boston Herald of the day following 
printed a report of Mr. Reed’s speech, 
and from that report we take the sig- 
nificant statement appended herewith: 

And let me tell you right here that there 
is no state so deeply interested as the state 
of Massachusetts. (Applause.) If it were 
not for its condition I should say: ‘Let 
these men. try it. Let us have the lesson 
of free trade burned into the quick, and 
then let us have peace.” (Applause.) But 
when Massachusetts sits around to mourn 
her destroyed factories, her ruined indus- 
tries, her ruined machine shops, she sits 
around to mourn for eternity: for if they 
are once destroyed, the omnivorous west 
will do the manufacturing for the coun- 
try. (Applause.) You, have the start, you 
have the power, you have the prestige. 
You can keep it, or you can throw it away, 
and the only way in which you can keep 
it is by making the voice of the majority 


of your people to be heard, and to be heard 
across the country. (Applause.) 


This is what Mr. Thomas B. Reed 
says,and,inhis hours of ease, when he 
has no reason to employ the John Sher- 
man method of prevarication, he is an 
unimpeachable authority on the tariff in 
its relations to New England interests. 

We have been told ever since the east 
learned how to rob the rest of the coun- 
try through protective legislation, that 
all sections, every state and all the peo- 
ple were interested in protection, and 
all reaped the profitable fruits

According to this distinguished repub- 
lican authority, high protection is a 
scheme that has for its main purpose 
the suppression of home competition. 
We have been told all along that tariff 
reform would destroy American indus- 
tries, but Mr. Reed declares that it would 
only transfer them to the “omnivorous 
west.” And if to the omnivorous west, 
why not to the patient and expectant 
south? 

Here we have an exposure of the 
whole scheme which the McKinley law 
is intended to prop and bolster. In or- 
der to prevent the building up of the in- 
dustries of the south and west, so that 
New England and the east may hold 
their present position, the people are 
compelled to submit to an iniquitous sys- 
tem of taxation. If we have tariff re- 
form, says Mr. Reed, our manufactur- 
ing industries will be transferred to 
other sections. In order that this trans- 
fer may not-be made the people must 
submit to high protective legislation. 

High protection has been called class 
legislation, but it is something worse. 
It is sectional legislation of the most 
vicious kind. Mr. Reed admits it, and 
uses the fact. as a threat to rally the 
millionaire manufacturers to the sup- 
port of the republican party.

The situation is not by any means 
gloomy.

But among other things, they should 
not forget that Thomas B. Reed has con- 
fessed that protection is. a sectional 
scheme for the benefit of New England.

Building Up the South. 

There can be but one sentiment ex- 
pressed concerning the efforts of south- 
ern railways now being enthusiastically 
set forth to encourage immigration to 
this favored section of America and that 
sentiment is gratification. The railroads 
find that they have to work out the prob- 
lem of their own salvation along this 
line, and have determined to build them- 
selves up out of bankruptcy and financial 
embarrassment by building up the re- 
gions they traverse. ‘No proposition 
could be plainer; no policy more sound. 

The railroads have a great work here. 
What the south needs iS more people, 
more capital, more development. That 
the southern slopes of this big republic 
offer the most inviting field for capital 
to be found in this country is a 
point too well established to be = ar- 
sued, and that the resources of the 
south are fast claiming that recognition 
at the hands of capital and labor they 
so richly merit is only the working out 
of a natural law. The faet that many 
citizens of the south are “land poor,” is 
itself the best of arguments in favor of 
southern immigration. Populate the 
vast plantations and estates of the south 
with a thrifty, hard-working, honest 
Class of citizens, whether they come from 
New England or the northwest, and the 
agricultural resources of the section in 
more perfect development alone would 
make it the most luxurious region of 
America, saying nothing of the south’s 
superior mineral and timber advantages. 

The work of the great trunk lines lead- 
ing into the south looking to the en- 
couragement of immigration, the devel- 
opment of the agricultural interests, the 
building up of the towns and villages 
along their respective lines is certainly 
a step in the right direction. Many of 
the railways have sent agents to the 
northwest and some fo Europe to set 
forth the advantages of the south to all 
home seekers. The results are more than 
gratifying. ‘here is a great stream of 
immigration ‘pouring into the south 
through the funnels of these railways 
that have determined upon such a course, 
and the benefits will not be slow in 
blooming forth. 

Let the southern railways continue the 
good work they have so commendably 
started.

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Cheapness. 

We find the following apt remarks in 
an exchange that has a good deal to say 
about market rates, values and prices: 

Somehow or other it is when things are 
cheapest that the benefits of cheapness are 
the most difficult to realize. Many a man 
has asked lately, ‘“‘What good is it to me 
if things are cheap so long as I am not 
able to buy them?’ 

One bit of experience such as this is 
worth more than any quantity of theoriz- 
ing. The political economists who preach 
the benefits of cheapness are having their 
theories exploded by the dynamite of pov- 
erty. 

We are having cheap wheat; never was 
it cheaper than it is now, but petitions are 
circulated everywhere for contributions. to 
buy bread for the starving. Dearer wheat 
and a greater purchasing power would be 
far better than cheap wheat and no ability 
to buy. 

It should seem, therefore, that the ob- 
ject lesson we are having is in some 
respects a very valuable one. Cheap- 
ness is a relative term altogether. Wheat 
that is 50 eents a bushel is dear to a man 
whose wages have been trimmed down, 
or who has been thrown out of work 
altogether. Products are really cheap 
when their price has been lowered by 
improved methods and machinery, for 
then the cheapness is accompanied by 
all the evidences of prosperity. But 
when the cheapening process is the re- 
sult of dearer money it is accompanied 
by all the forms of commercial depres- 
sion and stagnation. We have the evi- 
dence of this before our eyes at this 
time. 

Men who cannot get work, men whose 
wages have been cut down, men whose 
business has been hurt, men whose prop- 
erty has shrunk in value cannot appre- 
ciate the cheapness that has_ resulted 


from the constantly increasing purchas- . 


ing power of the dollar. The only per- 
son who ultimately prpofits by such a 
condition is the national creditor—the 
holder of government bonds. 


Bryan in Nebraska. 

The state of Nebraska is represented 
in the cabinet by Hon. J. Sterling Mor- 
ton, whose sole qualification for the posi- 
tion, as far as has been discovered, is 
the fact that he is a violent advocate of 
the goldbug theory of finance. 

As a member of the cabinet, Mr. J. 
Sterling Morton has felt it incumbent 
upon him to demonstrate his ability to 
control the politics of his state. Last 
year, when the democrats of Nebraska 
were to hold a state convention, Mr. J. 
Sterling Morton was especially active. 
He pulled the wires. He hid out in the 
bushes. He sapped and mined. He 
never rested until he had packed the 
convention with patronage heelers. 
Everything was primed, so that when 
Hon. William J. Bryan, the great demo- 
cratic leader of the west, appeared be- 
fore the convention, he found himself 
face to face with men who had been 
“subsidized to slaughter him. He was re- 


fused a place on the committee on reso- 
lutions, and he was practically refused 
a hearing. 

That was last year, when J. Sterling 
Morton had primed and packed the con- 
vention. The result was hailed by the 
patronage heelera and collar wearers 


throughout the country with unfeigned 
delight, and the goldbug organs in the 
east pointed to the results of the packed 
convention as a victory for their scheme 
of financial robbery. 

There was this difference between the 
packed convention and the people: The 
convention was compelled to adjourn, 
while the people remained in session. 
The patronage heelers who were paying 
for. the offices they held, or trying to 
earn the privilege of holding office, were 
compelled to retire, but the people re- 
mained on the ground. 

As might have been expected, the first 
result of the packed convention was to 
injure the democratic party. The peo- 
ple resented the attempts of the office- 
holders to destroy the influence of their 
leaders, and to commit their party to 
views which it did not hold. 

But now harmony has been practically 
restored. The people (who remain in 
convention from year to year) have re- 
cently had an opportunity to show the 
esteem in which they hold the gallant 
young leader of Nebraska’s democracy. 
Congressman William J. Bryan, who 
is today the most conspicuous champion 
of genuine democracy in the far west, 
has returned to his home,fand the people 
are literally overwhelming him with the 
evidences of their enthusiasm. Where- 
ever he goes he is greeted by the ova- 
tions of the people. The masses turn 
out to pay through him—through his 
magnetic and inspiring personality—: 
tribute to the principles of democracy, 
the principles of honesty and justice. 

The enthusiastic reception of Con- 
gressman Bryan is not merely a tribute 
to democratic principles—it is a with- 
ering rebuke to the patronage heelers 
of Nebraska, who by the bribery of 
office, stifled public opinion. 

The people of the west—the people of 
Nebraska—are in line with the people 
of the south. They stand on the demo- 
eratic platform. , 


It Will Not Work. 

The Walton News is a paper which 
has a record for fairness in most things; 
it is, therefore, surprising that it has, 
to a certain extent, joined in the cry of 
town against country in connection with 
the gubernatorial campaign. 

It has been recently demonstrated in 
sensible editorials in Georgia weekly 
newspapers that this old “chestnut” of 
town vs. country has no place in the 
campaign and will not help the cause 
of the candidate in whose interest it is 
brought forward. The people are wiser 
than the politicians, and the stamp of 
their disapproval on all unfair 
methods. 

Our Walton contemporary brings At- 
lanta into it, of course, and assures us 
that “Atlanta must give way _ to 
Coweta this time.” This is the way 
other papers, friendly to Mr. Atkinson, 
have been talking; but we repeat that 
such arguments have ceased to influence 
the verdict of the people, and make but 
poor material for the basis of a cam- 
paign. The people, seeing clearly 
through them, will not be prejudiced by. 
them.

The state at large has 
ealled General Evans to be its standard 
bearer. And with him the state is will- 
ing to rest its case.

’ A Good Suggestion. 

Editor Constitution: The suggestion of @ 
tobacco building as one feature of the com- 
ing Cotton States and International ex posi- 
tion is an admirable one. The idea, if fully 
developed and carried out, bringing, as it 
would exhibits of the crude leaf from all 
quarters whére it is produced, might result 
in untold development for Georgia. It would 
not be giving the weed undue prominence to 
allow, say two acres of the ground to be de- 
voted to its growth—the product to be cur- 
ed by an expert in a “barn” erected on the 
grounds for that purpose. There are patent 
barns, patent flues, patent tobacco sticks— 
all of which would seek exhibition. ‘This 
fact would doubtless make it an easy thing 
to show the plant in all its stages, from the 
field to the factory. What an object lesson 
this would be to the planters of Georgia! 
Blessed with a climate and soil in the 
northern part of the state admirably adapt- 
ed to the growth of “bright wrappers’? and 
other high grades of the weed, and else- 
where in the state, surrounded by condi- 
tions of climate and soil necessary to the 
production of cigar tobacco of superior qual- 
ity, there but remains for the farmer to 
know how to plant, cultivate, cure and han- 
dle this great staple. That knowledge ac- 
quired a revolution in agriculture will sweep 
over Georgia, emancipating tillers of the 
soil from the thraldom of cotton slavery. 

Major Ragland, of Virginia, one of the 
best known and most successful tobacco 
planters in this country, is authority for the 
statement that there are to be found in the 
United States no lands better suited to the 
growth of high grade tobacco than the hills 
and valleys of north Georgia. Can this 
addftional idea be incorporated into the to- 
bacco feature of the exposition? It would 
be unique and interesting to all, and to the 
planter an object lesson that could not be 
overestimated.

~ditor Constitution.—Sir: Seeing the vim 
and untiring push you have displayed in 
advocating the accomplishment of the At- 
lanta Cotton States and International expo- 
sition, induces me to urge upon you a 
measure which I confidently hope will meet 
with your approbation, and so assure suc- 
cess to the scheme, which I have no doubt 
would redound to the benefit of Atlanta. 

Practically, we are manufacturing noth- 
ing, and rely almost entirely upon import- 
ing from the north, east and west every- 
thing we need and use in our every-day 
life, and which we could manufacture to 
advantage, thereby giving eniployment to 
the people north, east and west, and keep 
our own men, wornen and children in idle- 
ness agd want of work. 

It would be a different state of affairs, 
if a large proportion of the millions obtained 
for our products should remain in the 
pockets of our working people in the shape 
of earnings and savings, instead of being 
sent out of the state in payment: of those 
very articles which we use and need, and 
which we could and should manufacture. 

In order to make an attempt to become 
more independent and prosperous, I would 
suggest to call mass meetings of the citi- 
zens and of all labor and other organiza- 
tions of this state and city, and dass the 
following or similar resolutions; and, after 
passage, have the same made Known in the 
— acturing centers of the north and 
east. 

Atlanta, the metropolis of the south, and 
recognized as its most go-ahead and 
liberal city, would no doubt receive atten- 
tion from manufacturers, and may assure 
us that, even before the realization of our 
exposition of 1895, we may find our hopes 
realized.

We want to 
Show them that the colored men of ‘the 
South have progressed in the last thirty 
years; and we want to show those of our 
friends who have helped us educate our 
children that we are awake and doing— 
foing ahead. 

“I am away from the city most of my 
time,’’ continued he, “but I think I can do 
you more good away than here. I get into 
almost all the states of the union, and shall 
devote my spare time to talking exposi- 
tion,”’ 

Bishop Gaines stated that several of the 
Southern states have exhibits showing the 
work and progress of their colored men, 
and he felt certain he could secure these— 
added to and supplemented—for the Cotton 
States and International exposition, 

Directors Endorse It. 

Mr. Sam Inman, Mr. Frank Rice, Dr. 
Spalding and Governpr Bullock endorsed 
the colored building and exhibit idea, and 
Said they believed it could be made one 
or the most attractive, most interesting 
and most valuable features of the exposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Jack Spalding moved the appointment 
of a committee, consisting of President 
diemphill, Mr. S. M. Inman, Dr. Spalding, 
Governor Bullock and Mr. A. D. Adair, to 
map out a plan for this feature or the 
exposition, and report back to the board, 
This was adopted. 

A Letter from Alabama. 

At the suggestion of the committee, a let- 
ter was read from Booker T. Washington, 
principal of the Tuskegee Normal and in- 
dustriai institute, who is one of the fore- 
most men of his race in technological and 
industrial education, and who is doing an 
excellent work at that institute. In this 
letter, which was written to Smith LHasley, 
he says: 

“Please allow me to say that 1 am deeply 
interested in this exposition, and especiatly 
ao l think the management has acted wise- 
ly in setting apart a separate building for 
the exhibits of the colorea people. This is 
especially Opportune, since aithough a large 
humber of colored people asked lor it, the 
Chicago managemeuat refused to give tne 
coiored people tne proper recognition in 
this respect. Such an exhibit, ir groperly 
manageu and systematized, will give the 
colored peopie such an opportunity to exhib- 
it their educational and industrial growin 
during the last twenty-five or thirty years 
as they have never had before, and i am 
Sure that it cannot but create great interest 
and do great good, and the tact that this 
Opportunity is given by a soOu.cnern exposi- 
tion will tend to cement more and more the 
friendship of the two races, and show to 
the worla that the colored and white people 
ny live together in peace and have prosper- 

y- 

“We have, as a teacher in the industrial 
department, a colored man who is a very 
fine architect, and I thought perhaps it 
would not be out of place to suggest that 
he would like to prepare the plan for the 
colored people’s building. I think the fact 
that the plan of this puilding was drawn 
by a colored arqhitect would add greatly 
to its interest. he man to whom I refer 
is a graduate of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, and is the only graduated ar- 
chitect among the colored people that I 
know of. He is very capable in every re- 
spect.’’ 

The Subscriptions Received. 

A number of the committees on subscrip- 
tions made reports, but others have not been 
heard from. 

Six policemen sent in their names for 
$10 each, making the total from that de- 
partment $1,325. 

Mr. Alex Smith reported some additional 
subscriptions from lawyers and stated that 
the lawyers had subscribed in all $7,787. 
Among the subscriptions reported by Mr. 
Smith was one from Mr. William Dorney, 
superintendent of the Atlanta district for 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
and his assistants and agents in his office 
of $150. Mr. Smith explained that he ex- 
pected to receive a subscription from the 
company’s head office as weil. 

After Bishop Gaines had spoken he said: 
“And you may put me down for vu. lt 
isn’t much, but I reckon every little helps.”

And a Large Delegation Was Present 
at the Time 


TO SEE THE FLOW AS IT CAME 


From the Water Plugs in the Seventh 
W ard—The Addresses That Were 
Made on the Occasion. 


Mayor Goodwin, in the presence of one 
of the largest and most select parties the 
seventh ward has ever seen, turned the key 
to the -water plug at the corner of Lee 
and Park streets yesterday afternoon and— 

Five seconds later Chattahoochee river 
water was falling upon the roof of the 
West End church in which Dr. Lee preach~- 
ed so long. 

Long before the water was turned on 
ladies, children and gentlemen of the new 
ward began gathering about the corners 
of Lee and Park streets, so that when May- 
or Goodwin and the members of the gen- 
eral council and the city hall officials arriv- 
ed the church lawn and residence yards 
were well crowded. Chief Joyner rolled up 
in his little red wagon just as the city hall 
people began to arrive and immediately be- 
hind him came a hose wagon, upon which 
the pick of his firemen sat. The hose wag- 
on was driven direct to the plug at the 
corner of Lee and Park streets and a line 
of hose was strung. Then another line 
was strung from another plug and with 
nozzles in their hands the firemen waited. 

At 5 o'clock Mayor Goodwin, accompanied 
by Hon. George Hillyer, president of the 
water board, and Chief Joyner, walked up 
to the plug on the corner. At the same 
time Mr. Nelms, the representative in the 
general council from that ward and once 
the mayor of West End, with Hon. G. A. 
Howell, an ex-mayor of the new ward, 
and one of the stanchest friends and sup- 
porters of the annexation, went to the oth- 
er plug. 

At the signal given by Chief Joyner the 
mayor of Atlanta and the two ex-mayors of 
West End turned the wheels of the two 
plugs and instantly streams of water flow- 
ed from the nozzles. 

Then a shout went up from the throng. 

The urchins who were out ran through 
the falling shower as it came from the 
line of “hose while the gathering of ladies, 
gentlemen and city officials watched the 
work. For fully a quarter of an hour the 
water came and then, after the streets, 
the church lawn and the yards hau been 
well watered, the signal was given and 
the streams were cut olf. es 

lt was then that the officials congregatea 
and the talking began. 

lion. G. A. Howell, master of ceremonies, 
Simply raised his hand and when the throng 
became quiet introduced Hon. John W. 
Nelms, member ot the general council from 
that ward. Mr. Nelms related the story of 
the annexation of West End and declared 
that no contract had ever been more faithful- 
ly carried out than the contract Atlanta had 
made with West End as to the basis of an- 
nexation. - Mr. Nelms's talk pleased the 
crowd, and his argument in favor of annex- 
ation generally was happily received. The 
representative from the seventh closed by 
introducing Hon. John B. Goodwin, mayor 
of the city. 

Mayor Goodwin wasin his happiest 
rr.ood, and after expressing his great pleas- 
ure at being present, congratulated not only 
the people of West End, but the city of 
Atlanta upon the union of the two munici- 
palities. The mayor talked at length as to 
the great results that had come about by 
the annexation and the results 
that were promised. He spoke of the in- 
flow of water and the new engine house 
now being built and of the worth and value 
to Atlanta of the citizenship which had 
been acquired by the annexation.

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RAILROAD NEWS. 


Railroads in Georgia Kick Against the 


Ticket Scalpers. 
POSTPONED MONTGOMERY MEETING. 


The Great Railroad Bridge That Is to Span 
the Mississippi River—Other News 
iu Railroad Circles. 


The railroads in Georgia aré preparing to 
make an effort at anti-scalper legislation be- 
fore the next session of the legislature, 

There was never before such a strong sen- 
timent among the officials of the leading 
railroads of this section in opposition to the 


‘practice of these ticket traders as just now. 


They will probably unite with a strong pe- 
tition to the next legislature to have some 
sort of bill passed that will have the effect 
of stamping out, as far as possible, the bus- 
iness of the scalpers. 

The movement was started at the last ses- 
ion of the general assembly, but the Dill 
that was framed and introduced had some 
hitch in the committees and failed to get 
through. ‘ 

The passenger departments of the south- 
ern lines report more fraud in the trading 
of tickets than was ever dreamed of before, 
and there seems to have been a recent on- 
Set of the brokers against the roads, such 
as W&s never experienced before. 

Many grave complaints are heard from 
all the roads entering Atlanta. 

The sentiment appears to be taking favor 
among the lawmakers of the country in op- 
position to the schemes of scalpers, and 
many of the states are preparing to follow 
the course of Texas. Not only this, there 
has been a bill introduced in the national 
congress against ticket trading. 

This measure, if it should become a law, 
will probably offset the movement in Geor- 
gia to have some legislation against the 
practices of scalpers, but if it should not 
pass and take effect it is pretty certain 
that there will be a united effort on the part 
of the railroads in Georgia to get some pro- 
tection against the ‘‘go-betweens’’ when the 
general assembly meets again. 

Speaking of the merits of the bill that 
has been introduced in congress against 
scalping, The Railway Age briefly puts the 
question as follows: 

“If ever there was a measure which de- 
served support on its m@rits in ---e interest 
of honesty and equity, it is the bill now be- 
fore congress to prohibit ticket scalping. 
lis passage will benefit: 

‘1. Conductors, who are now harassed 
and subjected to loss in handling bogus and 
worthless tickets. 

“2. Ticket agents, whose commissions are 
seriously reduced by the competition of un- 
authorized and unscrupulous dealers. 

“3. Railway employes generally, whose 
salaries suffer on account of the scalpers’ 
depredations upon the companies’ earnings. 

“4. Stockholders, manufacturers, dealers 
in railway supplies, and all others to whom 
increased earnings by railways mean in- 
creased income and business. 

‘Oo. Honest travelers generally, to whom 
the railways would be able to give lower 
rates if scalpers were abolished. 


And Now Again Postponed. 

Once more the meeting of the directors of 
the Western Railway of Alabama, to have 
been held in Montgomery on the 2ist, has 
been postponed, and the proposed change of 
management of the road is covered in mys- 
tery for some time to come. 

Just what it is that prevents this meeting 
from taking place cannot be ascertained. 

The officials of the road have nothing to 
Say on the suhject, and won’t even say the 
meeting was postponed, but the fact that 
it was not held according to announcement 
tells what they seem to have a hesitancy 
in telling openly. 

No time for holding the meeting has been 
fixed, or if it has been fixed. it is not given 
out to the public. 

The meeting was to have been held in Jan- 
uary. It was postponed until February, and 
then again postponed until the 2ist of 
March. Now it is postponed, and nothing 
can be learned as to the cause. 

It seems to have been suddenly postponed 
this last time, as a telegram from General 
Manager Tyler to parties in Montgomery, 
declaring simply that the meeting would not 
be held Wednesday, is all the information 
that was had to this effect. 

Colonel Phinizy, president of the road, 
was in Atlanta from Augusta on his way 
to attend the meeting, but returned home 
from this city, and did not go to Montgom- 
erv. 

It is believed that the proposition to make 
a change in the management by the Central 
people through Mr. Comer has been aban- 
doned. This is not affirmed, nor is it yet 
denied. Mr. Comer refuses to talk about the 
matter, and of course, as long as he refuses 
to say anything the present management 
cannot very well talk about it. 


Reorganization of the R. and PD. 

It now begins to appear that the Richmond 
and Danville wiil soon be safely out of the 
condition of bankruptcy that has, for so 
long a time, held its nose to the grinding 
stone. Many efforts have Deen made by the 
capitalists interested to pull it out of the 
@.tch, but they have all failed. There is 
every indication, however, that the Rich- 
mond Terminal plan of reorganization, as 
recently modified by Messrs. Coster, Sher- 
man and Thomas, the reorganizing commit- 
tee, will be unqualifiedly successful. The 
pian, as published last week, is endorsed by 
leading bankers and capitalists of New 
York city as eminently just and fair, as 
well as one in which investors may fearless- 
ly and unhesitatingly place their money, 
The same opinion seems to be prevalent in 
Ba!'timore, where many of the securities of 
the Richmond Terminal system are heid. 


The Biggest Bridge. 
Supervising Engineer Corthell furnishes 
the following details of the railway bridge 
which is to be built across the Mississippi 
river at New Orleans: 


“The main span will be 1,070 feet long, ° 


and the side spans each 602; tne height of 
the bottom of the superstructure, 85 feet 
above the extreme high water level, and the 
highest point of the superstructure 164 feet 
above the top of the piers, or 249 feet above 
highest water level. Thus the length of 
the bridge, proper, will be 2,274 feet. The 
two towers of the superstructure that will 
be 164 feet high will be over the two main 
piers, and the end towers over the end piers 
will be much shorter. 

“The. center of the cantilever between 
the two large towers will be & feet above 
the top of the piers, and the sugperstructure 
will contain about 25,000,000 pounds of steel 
and iron. The cross section of the piers will 
be about 126 feet up and down stream, and 
60 feet across. The lower section of the pier 
will be constructed of Louisiana pine, buited 
together, with wells left in tne interior. 
After the pier is sunk and the matter that 
fills the wells taken out, they will be filled 
with concrete, so that the cribbing, when 
completed, will be a solid mass of pine and 
concrete. ) 

“The extreme height of the bridge struc- 
ture, when completed, will be 140 feet of sol- 
id wood and concrete, 134 feet of granite and 
concréte and 164 feet of steel aid iron, or 
438 feet from the metal cutters, at the bot- 
tom of the cribbing to the utmost height 
of the superstructure. As the river is 100 
feet deep at this point, the wooden pier 
foundations will have to be built on the sur- 
face and sunk to their beds ninety feet be- 
low the bottom of the stream. It is expect- 
ed to begin actual constructive work in 
about two months.”:

Georgia Police Chiefs and Sheriffs to 
Gather in Convention. 


TO BE HELD AT THE POLICE STATION 


Chief Connolly, Vice-President of the 
National Organization, Has Organ- 
ized the Forces. 


Of all the conventions that have been held 
in Atlanta one of the most picturesque and 
original will be held next week. It is the 
convention of police chiefs, marshals and 
sheriffs of Georgia, and it will convene in 
the spacious armory at police headquarters 
at 10 o'clock next Wednesday morning. 

It is the first convention of the kind that 
has ever been held in the state, and it prom- 
ises great advancement in the methods of 
catching criminals and in the matter of co- 
operation among Georgia officers. The con- 
vention will probabiy be in session several 
days, and the majority of Georgia’s chiefs 
of police, sheriffs and marshals are expect- 
ed to be present. 

Chief Connolly is the chief movant in the 
matter, and to his efforts the convention 
will be due. He has worked incessantly, 
organizing the force for the convention next 
week, and every indication promises a most 
successful gatnering. 

The meetings of the convention promise to 
be of absorbing interest. The matters to be 
discussed will be those relating to a more 
thorough organization of the’ @tficers of the 
state. New and improved methods in look- 
ing up and identifying criminals will be dis- 
cussed, and a general interchange of ideas 
and views indulged in. 

Chief Connolly has about completed His 
programme for the first day’s session of the 
convention. On Wednesday morning the dele- 
gates will assemble in the large police ar- 
mory on the third ficor at police headquar- 
ters, and will be welcomed to the city by 
Mayor Goodwin. Judge Andrew E. Calhoun 
wilt introduce the mayor and make a few 
remarks on his own account. Chairman 
English, of the board of police commission- 
ers, will be one of the speakers befure the 
convention, and the knowledge gathered 
trom his lengthy connection witn the police 
department of Atlanta will be of great value 
to the visiting officers. There will be nu- 
mercus speakers among the visitors, and 
Chief Connolly is expected to be heard from 
in a speech. 

The first day will be mainly devoted to 
organization. There has never been an or- 
ganization of this kind in Georgia, and 
Chief Connolly, as a member and vice pres- 
ident of the National League of Police 
Chiefs, will organize the convention. The 
association of Georgia thus organized will 
be a member of the national association. 
The charter and by-laws of the national as- 
Sociation will be used by the Georgia asso- 
ciation. 

Aside from the other advantages that will 
accrue, the convention will atiord the offi- 
cers a fine opportunity to become better ac- 
quainted with one another, and thus render 
the police work of the state more effective. 
The officers, being acquainted, will work to- 
gether in capturing fleeing criminals more 
earnestly. 

The convention will be in session three or 
four days. Delegates to the national con- 
vention which meets at St. Louis, Mo., in 
May will be elected. Chief Connolly is vice 
presicent of the natignal organization aud, 
of course, will attend the St. Louis con- 
vention. He was present at the convention 
held in Chicago during the world’s fair, and 
is enthusiastic over the promised good. 

Chiefs Connolly and Wright and the other 
officers of the Atlanta police department 
will take good care of the visiting officers.
